“Thirty-two thousand allied troops have landed up to Thursday 
evening, and the landing continues. The Bulgarian forces on the 
Greek frontier have been ordered to move to the Serbian frontier. 
The Bulgarian desertions, it is said, have reached a total of four 
thouvsand.”’ 

LONDON, Oct. 9-—Only today have the English newspapers been 
allowed to announce that Brig.-General A. B. Hamilton is in com- 
mand of the British forces which have been landed at Saloniki.
